Medical Ex- 
aminer Meiffs was called and the ex- 
amination disclosed the burns about 
the face and neck.

We 
covered over 1100 miles on Saturday 
and Sunday and found .that Mr. Mo- 
ran and Miss Stone were still in 
Munich. . 
In Line of German Array 


'Meanwhile, the military authorities 
had ordered that no. more gasoline be 
sol<2 to. non-combatants. Mr. and Mrs. 
Moran decided to remain In Munich but 
Miss Stone and T left Monday with, 1 
supposed, only two sallons of gasoline 
In-our car. 
Once, safely out of Munich 
our enterprising chauffeur revealed to 
us, covered by blankets, several cans of 
the precious fluid, in all enough to get 
us half way to our destination. During 
this journey we actually were within 
the line of the German, army. At one 
point between Cologne and Crefeld we 
passed 
entrenchments being rapidly 


thrown up by thousands of troops. En- 
trenchments extended on .both sides of 
our highway and as far as 
the eye.

there were masses of 


troops with field guns and munitions. 
Moving in the direction of-Belgium be- 
tween Cologne and Blngen .was a con- 
tinuous line of troops, provision wag- 
ons and ambulances. 
"At Frankfort si\ thousand French 


prisoners were pointed out to us. Wo 
appeared to be the'only persons tra\> 
eling who wore not soldiers and offi- 
cials, and the journey was a continuous 
thrill as we momentarily expected to 
be deprived of our slender stock of 
gasoline.

"At Cohlftnz'we had to make our way

There is no more 
difficulty in obtaining money Jn Ger- 
many if one has credit and can be Iden- 
tified than there is in London.

The German advance into Belgium is going on today apparently without serious check. 


Having taken Brussels, the troops of Emperor William are forcing their way steadily and 
rapidly to the north and west. 


They have occupied Ghent and are approaching Brughes and Ostend. 
They would 


appear to be endeavoring to overrun the whole of northern and western Belgium. At the 
same time they would seem to be drawing closer to the French frontier. 


Southeast of Brussels they are investing the'fortified city of Namur, situated on the 


Meuse.

H is reported from Antwerp that the Germans will not continue to occupy Brussels, 


contenting .themselves merely with marching through the city. This determination,-how- 
ever, may be-altered by the attitude of the city treasurer of Brussels, who is quoted as 
saying he will never pay over the $40,00.0,000 demanded by the Germans as a wartax. 


The concentration of the Belgian army before Antwerp is said to have been 


accomplished in good order and the morale of'the Belgian troops is reported unimpaired. 


A Paris newspaper declares today that general mobilization in Italy has been decided 


upon and will be proclaimed in three or four days. 


St. Petersburg announces officially that the Russian army is advancing along the entire 


Austro:German frontier and at the same time successfully maintaining the offensive at 
every point of contact with the enemy. A repeated cavalry engagement of the northern 
Russian army last Friday is described as a severe blow to the Germans in East Prussia. 
It is said an entire German battery was captured in this engagement.

Woman Killed in East Chelms- 


ford—Many Buildings Struck— 
Horse Killed and Several Barns 
Burned — Business Suspended 
on Account of Darkness in Mid 
Afternoon—Car Service Suffered 


A terrific storm which brought thun- 


der, 
lightning:, 
darkness* and 
death 


swept over Lowell from the west yes- 
terday afternoon and filled tho hearts 
of thousands . with 
dismay. 
Shortly 


after 2 o'clock in the afternoon gloom 
aettlea over everything, becoming more 
intensified momentarily until at 2.30 
tho city was in almost total darkness. 
Great etorm clouds piled up in angry 
masses driven by winds from'the west 
and tho growling of the thunder was 
continuous. The darkness was 
pre- 
ceded by a strange hush and the peo- 
plo made haste to get off" tho streets 
which in a short time looked deserted. 
Gradually lights began to peep out In 
tho mills and stores 
and the autos 


which 
passed 
swiftly 
through 
the 
strcnts also carried their lights. Low- 
ell was darker than it usually is at 
midnight, for the city lights were not 
used, and tho little lights of the stores 
and other places 
of 
business were 


wholly lnadeo.ua.to to battle with the 
darkness of the storm. 


Until the city was plunged in total 


darkness there had been little thunder 
and the bursts seemed distant, but soon 
vivid lightning (lashes rent tho dark- 
ness, followed several times by 
the 


ominous ringing of the fire bells. Work 
was discontinued In many establish- 
ments and groups of employes could bo 
Been looking anxiously for a sign of 
returning daylight. Many thought that 
the atmospheric disturbance was duo 
to tho eclipse of the sun, not knowing1 
that it had occurred in tho early morn- 
ing, and others foarcd a cloudburst or 
a cyclone. It wns with general relief 
a rift appeared in the west and grad- 
ually a misty greenish light spread 
ovor tho area which a short time he- 
fore was darker than night. With, the 
light, -however, camo tho rain which 
fell in torrents, running in rivulets 
through the streets. Luckily, there was 
a strong wind which blew tho 
rain 


clouds 
clown 
the 
Morrimack valley, 


otherwise- the toll of death 
and . de- 


struction might have been far more 
eerlous in this city and vicinity. 


NOTCH of Destruction 


When the storm had passed, n«wa of 


destruction and accident flashed from 
all points. Tho most tragic occurrence 
was the death of Mrs. Bridget E. Mc- 
Nulty of Brick Kiln road. East Chelms-' 
ford, a woman of 70, who was struck 
by lightning in the kitchen of her home 
and who died twenty minutes after- 
wards. Shortly before her home was 
struck, she was sitting' in a rocking- 
chair in tho kitchen talking with John 
Sullivan, a neighbor, who was on a 
visit tn the McNulty home. Mr. Sulli- 
van called tho aged woman's attention 
to the brightness of the lightning and 
she rose to go to the window. As sha 
did so, a lightning 
bolt 
struck 
thu 


chimney, tearing its way down through 
the house and rendering both uncon-. 
scious. 
Dazed and almost blind, Mr. 


Sullivan crawled out on the piazza and 
when he recovered his senses he re- 
turned to the kitchen which ho found 
almost a total wreck, with the appar- 
ently lifeless body of Mrs. McNulty ly- 
ing on the floor. She had.hurna on the 
face.and -neck but breathed regularly. 
She died twenty minutes after being 
struck. Pier son Michael, who was sit- 
ting on an outside porch, was stunned 
but not seriously injured. Medical Ex- 
aminer Meign was called and the ex- 
amination disclosed tho burns about 
tho face and neck. She leaves three 
sons: Michael J., George A. and Pcttr 
K. McNulty, of Chelmaford. 


The McNulty home looked as though 


it had been struck by a destructive 
shell. Tho rooms were in disorder and 
the bricks of the chimney wore scat- 
tered all over the roof. A strong sul- 
phurous odor permeated every -room. 
Mr. Sullivan was removed to the home 
of his mother and was given Imme- 
diate medical treatment. 


There wero many reports of acci- 


dents from othfir directions. 
In all 
parts of the city trees were struck 
.nd the wind broke down great branch- 
es. At Lakovlew there was a great 
assemblage of people because of tho 
announced 
hydroplane 
flights 
and 


when the storm broke over tho re- 
sort there was 
much 
excitement. 


This was intensified when an electric 
car was struck and put out of com- 
mission at the 'Willow Dale entrance 
and furthermore when a woman faint- 
ed and a great tree nearby was struck 
and splintered. 
The rain and 
the 


flooded lake swopt Into the pavilion 
and oven Into the dance hall. 


Cnr Service Demoralized 


The car service of tho city was 


seriously 
handicapped. 
Many 
cars 


wero struck and. tho fuses burned out, 
and the Bay State street lino fairly 
shed electricity. In all about 15 cars 
wero put out of commission and tho 
flooding- of the tracks In Pawtucket- 
vlllc and other sections made car eor- 
vlco almost impossible. 
During tho 


halt hour that the storm raged In all 
its fury more than a half dozen peo- 
ple were struck, moro or less serious- 
ly, threo buildings were destroyed by 
fire, four dwelling- houses wore struck 
and telephone lines anil electric lights 
wero put out of commission In all 
sections 6t tho city. 
Counting- the 


toll along the Merrimack valloy, tho 
storm seems to have been tho most 
serious thai hao struck this region 
/or many years, it certainly was tho 
most spectacular. 
Tho principal oc- 


currences were- reported In yesterday's 
lato edition.

Carpet company stock held by the Da- 
vis fund, io the city at five per ceni,

"\Vlthdrnvrnl of Tru»t Money 


But no matter who wns responsible 


for tho unbuslncss-like mixup, the fact 
remains that tho city treasurer hastily 
vlthdrow $50,000 from elx. local savings 
banks at one time, a proceeding which. 
In these days, when a, breath can start 
a.run on a bank, had it become known, 
might have precipitated a moat unfor- 
tunate condition of affairs in this city. 
Ppenking of tho withdrawal 
of 
tho 


money, tho Courier-Citizen said: 
"Treasurer Stllca mado a hurried cir- 
cuit of tho seven savings banks and 
withdrew nearly all the fund from six 
of them. 
It happened to bo dividend 
week in several of the banks and there 
was a hitch about getting thfi money 
out, 
but It •resulted finally in all tho 
banks turning over the cash demanded, 
though with a loss of accrued interest. 
Tho fund was distributed as follows, 
some allowance being necessary In the 
figures quoted to provide for interest: 
Central Savings bank, $11.750. of which 
the treasurer withdrew

for 
Savings.

amount, $12,500; 
The sum total of tho total deposits 
will bo found to add up to SS4.450. 
whifh Is the total of the 
fund and 
the totnl. of the sums withdrawn by 
the treasurer will be found to add up 
to ?RO,000 which is tho sum deposited 
In'the Lowell Trust Co. by the treas- 
urer on si special account labelled cem- 
etery: "fund. Tho deposits in the Low- 
ell- Trust Co.' were made on Aug. 7 
and Aug/ 10. Interest at some rate 
in tho vicinity .of 3 per cent, is being 
allowed .oh -this deposit by tho Lowell 
Trust Co."- 
Thus along, with losing tho accrued 


interest at'the time of the withdrawal 
of 'the' money, the fund also loses an 
additional one per cent. 


Section 6 of chapter 9 of the city 


ordinances, as published in 1S94 and 
which has/never since been amended 
Tinder changes of charter, reads as 
follows: 


"The treasurer shall 
receive nnd 


have tho cara and custody of all sums 
pf money paid by persons for the per- 
petual care of lots in any of the city 
•"cemeteries, give the voxichers of the 
city therefor, and moneys so received 


- shall constitute a special fund to be 


known as the 'Cemetery fund for the 
perpetual care of lots.' 


"He .shall. notify the superintendent 


pf the, cemetery of nil such payments 
together with a description, of the lots 
and graves on account of which such 
payments aro mode, and annually at 
such .times as the trustees of public 
burial,grounds request, shall pay. over 
'to tliem 4 per "cent, as interest upon 
all sums ;so paid to and' receipted b> 
.him.' He- shall, invest the moneys of 
this fund in securities in which b> 
law .the" funds' of savings banks ma> 
bo Ihveste'd. and pay tho amount of In- 
terest realized thereon, into the city 
treasury."- 


How is the treasurer going to paj 
:four per cent, interest, when the mon- 


ey is only drawing three? Again tho 
taxpayer gets his. 


Mayor Murphy finally warned tho 


city treasurer not to attempt to in- 
vest tho' money until tho municipal 
council should take action on tho mat- 
ter, nnd then went away on his va- 
cation, with tho result that thero will 
be no meeting until his return 'and 
meanwhile the money remains at threo 
per cent., but nevertheless, 
intact. 


These transactions following closely 


upon the water department loan mud- 
dle would convince tho most skeptical 
observer that the members of our mu- 
nicipal council have still something 
to learn on matters of municipal fi- 
nance.

Tho time to 


do street paving is when the farmer 
makes his hay—while the sun shines. 


In connection with street depart- 


ment affairs a matter that appears 
strange to the ordinary taxpayer is 
tho large amount of money spent by 
the department for teaming by out- 
side teamsters, while- tho city stable 
is filled with horses and the city-yard 
with wagons. Out of tho paving ap- 
propriation for 
191-1. $-185 has

spent for teaming while out of that 
or macadamizing. $568.75 has been 
aten up, a total of $1053.75.

who can claim tho unique distinction 
of having stood, face to face, before 
the "White Shepherd of Rome," of 
having felt tho inexpressible 
charm 


of that smile, revealing, as it were, 
the heavenly light, 
and 
of having 


knelt with bowed head to hear the 
gentle voice impart the apostolic1 ben- 
ediction. 


To 
Miss Elizabeth Kennedy, for- 


merly of Quebec, P. Q., but now a 
resident 
of 
Betvidcre, the death of 


Pope Pius X brings back most tender 
memories, for just one year ago, it 
was her proud privilege to be per- 
mitted to appear before the Sovereign 
Pontiff, on two occasions, on July 23 
and again on July 27. 1913. 
Miss Kennedy, whose profession is 


that of a nurse, left Quebec early last 
summer in a party of ten for an ex- 
tended tour of Europe, 
covering 
a 


period of over three months, with the 
Eternal city as their objective point. 
Sho carried with her a letter from 
His Eminence Cardinal Begin, arch- 
bishop of Quebec, to the head of the 
Redemptorist order in Home, bespeak- 
ing for her the privilege of an audi- 
ence 
with 
the 
Holy Father, and 


through the good offices of the Re- 
demptorist fathers, she was privileged 
to appear before the pontiff In a gen- 
eral audience, 
on 
Sunday, July 23. 
Four days later, it was her good for- 
tune to go apain to the Vatican, this 
time with a smaller party in charge 
of Bishop Fallon, ot* Ontario, former 
provincial of the Oblate order and 
•well known in this city.

It would appear that tho Spellbind- 


er's comment In last week's Issuo rela- 
tive to tho high-handed financiering, 
Jn attempting to take portions of tho 


. Perpetual Care and Davis funds on 
loans, caused tho members of tho 
municipal council to abandon their wild 
project for since then it has been an- 
nounced that those funds arc still in- 
tact and will not he loaned to tho city 
in anticipation of taxec/ 
Tho administration made a pretty 
mess of tho whole affair, and now we 
have Mayor Murphy, through the Cou- 
rier-Citizen of last Wednesday, stating 
that tho scheme to draw upon tho Per- 
petual Caro fund was formulated by 
Finance Commissioner Brown, 
while 


Commissioner Brown Jn a typewritten 
statement given to a reporter of Tho 
Sun tlaims that the municipal council 
authorized him at a conference to in- 
vest tho .trust money in securities that 
the .savings bank could invest in. From 


r. Mayor Murphy's statement the public Is 
' led to believe- 
that Commissioner 
Brown took tho initiative in the matter 
and consulted only with the treasurer 
and Commissioner Donnelly. But Com- 
missioner Brown states that the mat- 
ter was discussed in a conference of 
tho commissioners and the authority 
formally given him. According to Com- 
missioner Brown 
the' money would 


have been Invested had not tho First 
National hank of Boston showed the 
commissioners where they were acting 
illegally 
in the 
matter, whereupon 


.there was a rush to undo what had 
been done and an attempt to cloak over 
tho bad break made. Mayor Murphy 
sent a message to tho lot-owners of 
the Edson cemetery assuring them that 
their Perpetual fund money was intact 
but, it is not stated whether or not His 
Honor also informed thorn that nearly 
all of it had been withdrawn from tho 
different savings banks In such a rush 
that tho accrued Interest was passed 
up, and placed in the Lowell Trust 
company at ono per cent less interest 
than It had been drawing in tfle banks, 
there to remain until such timo as no 
would return 
from 
his vacation, or 
later. 
Mayor Murphy in his statement to 


tho Courier-Citizen offered no explana- 
tion of the fact that the trustees of 
the public library, of which ho Is a 
member, voted to loan $12,500, that had 
been drawing four per cent hi a savings 
bank, after the sale of certain Rigelow 
Carpet company stock held hj- tho Da- 
. vis fund, to tho city at five per cent, 
thus not only losing tho four per cent 
•that was already coming in, but mak- 
. Jng 
1 It incumbent upon the taxpayers to 


pay flvo per cent out 
of their own 


pockets. 


Withdrawal of Trunt Money 


But no matter who was responsible 


for the unbuslness-like mixup, the fact 
remains that the city treasurer hastily 
withdrew £80,000 from six local savings 
banks at ono time, a proceeding which, 
in these days, when a breath can start 
a run on a bank, had It become known, 
might have precipitated a most unfor- 
tunate condition of affairs in this city. 
Speaking of tho withdrawal 
of 
tho 


money, tho Courier-Citizen said: 
"Treasurer Stiles made a hurried cir- 
cuit of tho seven savings banks and 
withdrew nearly all tho hind from six 
of them. 3t happened to be dividend 
week in several of the hanks and there- 
was a hitch about getting the money 
out. but it resulted finally In all tho 
banks turning over tho cash demanded, 
though with a loss of accrued interest. 
Tho fund was distributed as follows, 
some allowance being necessary in tho 
figures quoted to -provide for interest: 
Central Savings'bank, $11.750, of which 
the treasurer withdrew $11,000; City 
Institution 
for 
Savings. 
512,550, of 
which ?1",OQO was withdrawn by the 
treasurer; Lowell Institution for Sav- 
ings, 510,275, the 
withdrawal 
belntj 
$16,000; Mechanics Savings bank, $11,- 
500, withdrawal amount $11,000; Wash- 
ington Institution for Savings, $13,400, 
withdrawal amount, $12,600; Merrimack 
River Savings bank, $11,750, withdraw- 
al amount, $11,000; Lowell Five Cent 
Savings 
bank, 
$13,225, withdrawal 
amount, $12,500. 
The sum total of tho total deposits 
...will be found to and up to $84,450. 
which Is tho total ,of the fund and 
tho. total of the sums withdrawn by 
the treasurer will be found to add up 
to $50,00(1 which Is tho sum deposited 
in tho Lowell Trust Co. by the treas- 
urer on a special account labelled cem- 
etery fund. Tho deposits in the Low- 
ell Trust Co. -were made on Aug. 7 
and Aug. 30: Interest at some rate 
in tho vicinity of 3 per cent, is being 
allowed on this deposit by tho Lowell 
Trust Co." 
Thus along with losing- the accrued 


interest at the time of tho withdrawal 
of the money, tho fund also loses an 
additional one . per cent. 


Section 6 of chapter 9 of tho city 
ordinances, as published in 1SD4 and 
which has never since been amended 
under changes of charter, roads as 
follows: 


"The treasurer shall 
receive 
and 
have tho caro and custody of all sums 
of'money paid by persona for tho per- 
petual caro of lots In any of tho city 
cemeteries, give the vouchers of tho 
city therefor, and moneys so received 
shall constitute a special fund .to bo 
known as the 'Cemetery fund for the 
perpetual care of lots.' 


"Ho shall notify tho superintendent 


of tho cemetery of nil such payments 
together with a description of tho lots 
and graves on account of which such 
payments are made,, and annually at 
such times as tho trustees of public 
' burial grounds request, shall pay over 
to. them 4 per cent, as interest upon 
all sums so paid to and receipted by 
him. He shall invest. the moneys of 
this fund In securities in. which by 
law the 'funds of sax-ings banks may 
be invested, and pay th6 amount of. in- 
terest realized thereon. Into the city 
treasury." 
. How is th*o treasurer going to pay 
four per cent, interest, when the mon- 


ey is only drawing throe? Again tho 
taxpayer gets his. 


Mayor Murphy finally warned tho 


city 'treasurer not to attempt to In- 
vest tho money until tho municipal 
council should take action on tho mat- 
tor, and 'then .went away on his va- 
cation, with tho result that thero will 
bo no meeting until' his return 
and 


meanwhile tho money ronialns at three 
per cent., but nevertheless, intact. 


These transactions following closely 


upon tho water department loan mud- 
dle would convince the most skeptical 
observer that the members of our mu- 
nicipal council have still something 
to learn on matters of municipal fi- 
nance. 


Ciiy'B Financial Statement 


Do you ever read tho city's finan- 


cial statement, as published monthly, 
sometimes, under tho auspices of the 
commissioner of finance? It's an in- 
teresting little pamphlet and it con- 
tains many items that cause tho un- 
initiated taxpayer to pause and won- 
der.According to this financial stat^inent, 
of the 
$100,000 borrowed for street 
paving for 1314 but $10,683.32 had been 
spent to Aug. 1. leaving a balance un- 
expended of $S3,31G.GS. Ovor half the 
year has passed and in a few months 
It will be too cold for out-door work, 
while at the present time men are 
clamoring for work from the city 
without getting It. 
Tho scheme of 


holding back city work until c'am- 
paign times is now PO venerable that 
everybody sees through it and it has 
long since lost its effect. 
The time to 


do street paving is when the farmer 
makes his hay—while the sun shinrs. 


In connection with street depart- 


ment affairs a matter that appears 
strange to the ordinary taxpayer is 
tho large amount of money cpent by 
the department for teaming by out- 
side teamsters, while the city stable 
is filled with horses and the city yard 
with wagons. Out of tho paving ap- 
propriation for 
1914, $4S5 has been 


spent for teaming while out of that 
macadamizing, 
$flCS.TS has been 


eaten up, 
«. total of $1053.75. • 
For gasolene, lustcrlito and auto 


ires and supplies, tho street depart- 
ment spent $68.70 during the month, 
of July, not including $15 per for the 
ihauffcur. 


ifotor Ambulance Appropriation 


Among the appropriations under the 


icad, of "Public .Safety Department," 
s ono for $4000 for motor-ambulance 
which came over from last year. The 
money has been lying Idle for 'eight 
months when. If It was not to be used, 
t could be drawing a little Interest, 
not much, it is true, but some.
